Tomatoes  do  best  on  a  light,  warm,  not  over  rich  soil,  and  much  of 
the  success  depends  upon  securing  a  rapid,  vigorous,  unchecked 
growtn  during  the  early  part  of  the  season.  Sow  in  hot  bed  during 
March,  or  from  six  to  eight  weeks  before  they  can  be  set  out  into  open  ground ;  when  the  plants  have 
four  leaves,  transplant  into  shallow  boxes,  setting  them  four  or  five  inches  apart.  Plant  in  open 
ground  socm  as  all  danger  of  frost  is  over,  about  4  feet  apart  each  way.

are  quite  hardy  with  rath¬ 
er  slender  open  branches 
and  moderate  growth  well 
set  with  fruits,  nearly  all 
of  which  ripen  extremely 
early  in  the  season.

Jolin  Baer  A  medium  early  variety  that  is  well  known  by  both  truckers  and  home 
gardeners.  It  is  a  good  medium  early  round  smooth  tomato  and  has  a  good  flavor.  It  is 
a  prolific  bearer  of  crimson  colored  tomatoes  of  a  good  size. 


Greater  Baltimore.  This  is  a  second  early  scarlet  tomato  that  is  much 
used  by  canners.  The  tomatoes  are  large  considering  the  earliness 
with  which  they  mature.  Our  seed  has  been  certified  by  the  N.  J. 
Dept,  of  Agriculture. 


TURNIP 

For  early  use,  sow  early  as  the  ground 
opens  in  the  spring,  in  drills  from  12  to  15 
inches  apart;  thin  out  to  6  to  9  inches  in  the 
rows;  soon  as  the  first  leaves  appear,  sprin¬ 
kle  with  soot,  wood-ashes,  air-slacked  lime 
or  Slug  Shot  to  de  stroy  the  black  fly  which 
will  devour  the  plants  if  not  attended  to 
time.  For  a  fall  and  winter  crop,  sow 
July  or  August.  1  oz.  will  sow  300  feet 
drill,  one  to  two  pounds  per  acre.

POMERANEAN  WHITE  GLOBE. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  productive  kind; 
in  good  rich  soil,  the  roots  will  frequently 
grow  to  weigh  twelve  pounds;  it  is  of  the 
most  perfect  globe  shape;  skin  white  and 
smooth;  leaves  dark  green  and  of  a  strong 
growth.
